/^^HERE  are  many  indications  that 
^  as  our  alumni  increase  in  wis- 
dom and  prosperty  they  increa.se  in 
their  appreciation  of  what  Indiana  has 
done  for  them,  and  their  own  obhga- 
tion  to  express  that  appreciation  in  a 
tangible  form  of  worth  to  the  school. 

Whatever  the  school  may  receive  at 
their  hands  in  the  future,  few  things 
will  be  more  beautiful  than  the  large 
.stained  glass  window  which  the  class 
of  1893  has  .set  up  in  Leonard  Hall,  to 
be  "a  thing  of  beauty"  and  "a  joy 
forever. ' ' 

The  window  is  composed  of  nine 
richly  tinted  panels  of  fine  gla.ss, 
and  aside  from  the  coloring,  the  satis- 
fying effect  is  largely  due  to  the  fideli- 
ty with  which  the  arti.st  has  obeyed 
the  three  cardinal  principles  of  all  true 
art— unity,  simplicity  and  harmony. 

Attention  focu.ses  at  once  upon  the 
large  central  figure,  a  nobly  propor- 
tioned, majestic  woman,  who.se  left 
hand  rests  upon  an  open  book,  while 
the  right  holds  aloft  a  lighted  Grecian 
lamp.

Helps  in  Dra-wing. 

Some  of  the  changes  introduced  in 
the  Drawing  Department  during  the 
past  year,  have  been  so  helpful  that  I 
ha\'e  been  asked  to  describe  them. 

First,  a  glass  frame  from  an  old 
dres.ser  was  secured  and  mounted  on 
pivots  between  two  movable  uprights 
and  apiece  of  glass  inserted  to  .serve 
as  a  transparent  picture  plane.  On  one 
.side  of  this  is  an  adjustable  table  for 
the  model,  and  on  the  other  .side  a 
hollow  cone  is  movably  mounted  with 
the  small  end  towards  the  observer, 
through  which  the  .student  may  look 
while  he  draws  the  object  directly  on 
the  glass.  This  enables  the  perspec- 
tive principle  to  be  taught  in  a  com- 
paratively short  time,  all  of  the  rela- 
tive positions  of  the  object,  picture 
plane,  and  observer,  being  provided 
for  in  the  adju.stments,  while  the  field 
of  vi.sion  is  determined  by  the  angle  of 
the  cone.  In  searching  for  a  pencil 
thai  would  make  a  satisfactory  mark 
on  glass,  the   "Cro.ss  National  Draw- 
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ing  Glass"  and  the  "Cross  Pencil" 
were  discovered  and  a  supph*  pur- 
chased for  I  he  individual  use  of  the 
students.

Dr.  Edwin  B.  Fairfield  died  at  Ober- 
lin,  O.,  on  November  17.

Prof.  Powys,  of  Cambridge,  Eng- 
land, made  his  first  appearance  at  the 
Indiana  Normal  School  on  the  after- 
noon of  PVbruary  3d,  when  he  de- 
lighted the  vSeniors  and  Middlers  by 
his  informal  talk  which  ser\-ed  as  an 
introduction  to  his  course  of  lectures.

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Nature   Study. 

No  doubt  many  of  our  alumni  who 
are  principals  or  superintend  e  n  t  s 
throughout  the  State,  have  neglected, 
so  far,  to  introduce  nature  study  into 
their  schools,  either  through  inertia, 
or  a  failure  to  recognize  its  p'-actical 
value  to  the  individual,  while  as 
many,  no  doubt,  still  confuse  it  with 
the  sciences  of  Botany  and  Zoology  to 
which  it  bears  a  relation  a  little  closer 
than  that  between  Grammar  and 
English. 

Possibly  the  practical  value  of  na- 
ture study  may  be  made  more  plain 
by  a  quotation  from  an  address  by 
Charles  Elliott,  President  of  Harvard 
University,  recently  printed  by  the 
Journal  of  Pedagogy.  The  whole  ad- 
dress—  "Education  for  Efficiency,"  is 
most  valuable,  and  carries  weight 
when  we  remember  that  President  El- 
liott is  amongst  the  half  dozen  men 
who  have  moulded  educ  a  t  i  o  n  a  1 
thought  and  institutions  in  the  United 
vStates  during  the  last  half  century. 

Says  Dr.  Elliott  : 

"The  faculty  of  discerning  quickly 
and  surely  excellencies  and  virtues  in 
persons,  people,  nature  and  art  is  an 
immensely  more  valuable  and  useful 
faculty  than  the  facullA'  for  seeing 
weaknesses  and  sins. 

"It  ought  to  be  carefulh'  and  inces- 
santly cultivated  by  school,  college, 
and  the  experience  of  life,  for  it  is 
capable  of  contributing  greatly  to  hap- 
piness as  well  as   to  material  success. 

"Toward  this  habitual  cultivation 
what  is  called  'Nature  Study,'  is  of 
great  use  because  nature  is  full  of  as- 
tounding   beauties    and    excellencies 


and  of  perfect  adaptation  of  means  to 
ends. 

"Is  it  not  strange  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  study  of  nature  into  schools 
and  colleges  should  have  been  re- 
served for  the  1 9th  century  ?  Is  it  not 
stranger  still  that  the  garden  as  a 
means  of  teaching  children  should 
never  have  been  used  in  public  schools? 
The  blackboird  is  an  old  invention 
like  the  sand  board,  but  does  it  com- 
pare with  a  garden  plot  as  a  means  of 
teaching  'the  critical  di.scernment  of 
beauty  and  excellence  ?'  "
